Continuing students who suc- 
cessfully completed their course 
requirements for the fall semes- 
ter, should also file a notice of 
intention to register by complet- 
ing an application in the Admis- 
sion Office. 

Registration will be controlled 
by permit cards. Continuing stu- 
dents will register Jan. 24-25; 
new students and those returning 
after an absence of one or more 
semesters will register Jan. 26. 

Registration is from 1 to 8 
p.m. January 24, and 9 a.m. to 
8 p.m. Jan. 25-26.

Mr. Jay Davis, advisor for Al- 
pha Gamma Sigma, urges stu- 
dents to join the college scho- 
lastic honorary organization if 
they have received a 3.0 grade 
average last spring semester. 


Presently seventy-seven SAC 
scholars hold membership in the 
honor society for their grades 
earned last spring. Following fi- 
nals and grades at the end of the 
fall semester, Davis hopes for 
new members. 


According to the Constitution 
of Alpha Gamma Sigma, stu- 
dents are eligible for temporary 
membership if they are in the 
upper ten percent of the stu- 
dent body for one semester’s 
studies. Permanent membership 
is gained at graduation if the 
individual student has met the 
requirements of Alpha Gamma 
Sigma for three out of four se- 
mesters and has maintained a 
3.0 cumulate grade point aver- 
age. For SAC’s Omicron chapter, 
students must carry twelve or 
more units. The 3.0 average does 
not include grades earned in 
physical education.

Barry E. Reed, former Santa 
Ana College athlete, has recent- 
ly been named a Peace Corps 
Volunteer in Venezuela. 

Reed was sent to Venezuela 
following completion of eleven 
weeks of training at the Univer- 
sity of South Florida in St. 
Petersburg, Florida. A member 
of Greeks while at SAC, Reed 
was active in other activities.

The El Don presented in its 
last issue an uninformed and dis- 
torted picture of the proposed 
Santa Ana College Faculty Re- 
view. The editorial implied that 
SAC students are not mature and 
that the sole purpose of this proj- 
ect was to raise money for the 
Alpha Gamma Sigma. 

In reference to the maturity 
of SAC students, you can say that 
any one single student is mature 
or immature but can you say that 
6000 students of extremely var- 
ied backgrounds and ages are 
immature? Regardless of what 
you decide the level of maturity 
in the students do evaluate their 
instructors. The Alpha Gamma 
Sigma will take these word-of- 
mouth evaluations, add to them 
the opinion of everybody else, 
and publish it in the Faculty Re- 
view. In this way those who have 
extreme ideas will be balanced by 
the majority. The University of 
Southern California has what 
they call a Student Guide which 
supplies information to the stu- 
dents about their professors.

The editorial on the pass/fail 
system that was published in El 
Don has brought about numerous 
questions and comments from 
both faculty and administration. 

Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC 
President, has received a com- 
plete report discussing the modi- 
fied system. The rules and regu- 
lations of the California State 
Board of Education have been 
changed to describe a credit, non 
credit system. 

No more than 12 units may be 
taken under the credit, non cred- 
it option, but these units may not 
be within the major field of 
study. Also they do not count 
among the credits which estab- 
lish residency. 


The program is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. A number of 
state colleges and universities are 
presently using the system. The 
pass/fail method is at work in 
the history 7A classes at Golden 
West College. The governing 
board of any college may elect to 
examine the student to convert 


his credit to a better grade. A 
change in major could produce a 
problem. 

SAC faculty reactions vary 
and most are vaguely non-com- 
mital since this approach is fairly 
new and there are no easy an- 
swers to such an abstract propo- 
sition. 

Stewart E. Rogers, head of the 
drama department feels that our 
present system needs revamping. 
To him it seems that it is “er- 
roneous to equate accomplish- 
ment in learning with a grade.” 

“The credit/non credit system, 
in addition to stiffling incentive,” 
says Lee Layport, Chairman of 
the Department of Social Scien- 
ces, “is an impediment for those 
who are interested in graduate 
school, scholarships or fellow- 
ships.”” He believes that the sys- 
tem just isn’t as flexible as the 
present grading system. ; 

The system may fail, but the 
result cannot be known unless 
the system is tried. It is a matter 
for much consideration.
